Five Thousand Votes on the List which 
are Thought to be Fraudulent.

CALIFORNIA. 


Grand Lodge. F. and A. M. 
San Francisco, October 13th.—The Grand 
Secretary’s rej/ort shows a very flattering 
financial condition of the Grand Lodge. The 
document is an exhaustive report of the busi­ 
ness transacted during the year. The total 
receipts for the vear ending July 31, 1880, 
amount to §13,804 7G, including the amount 
brought forward from the preceding year. 
The Grand Lodge was called off at 11:30 till 
half-past 1 o’clock this afternoon, when 
Grand Orator K. K. l’reston delivered an 
oration. 
Kcglslrntlon Mnlters—Suspicion of Frand. 
San Francisco, October 13th. — When 
registration in the main office closed there 
were about 34.000 names on the register. 
Yesterday in the precincts 2,250 men were 
registered, and at the rate things are progress­ 
ing to-day, as many more votes will be regis­ 
tered before the I’recinct Boards close this 
evening. According to this the total registra­ 
tion will reach 45,000, which is 5.000 iu excess 
of what the Kegistrar believes would be an 
honest registration. Information has reached 
Registrar Tharp of a character which con­ 
vinces him beyond all doubt that fraud is 
being perpetrated by repeaters. The Kegis- 
trar says he has no means of ascertaining 
which party is re.-ponsible for the fraudulent 
work, but he is convinced that a greater 
registration than 40,000 ought to excite sus­ 
picion.

The Greenbackers do not understand 
their own propositions, which perhaps is 
not surprising, Bince a peculiar mental 
structure is required in a Ureenbacker, and 
one peculiarly unfavorable to the compre­ 
hension of even simple problems. 
A curi­ 
ous proof of this incapacity to realize the 
significance of their own propositions has 
lately been afforded here. 
A Greenbacktr 
has addressed questions to the candidates 
for the Legislature, asking expressions of 
their views. 
The first of these questions 
is whether they will pledge themselves to 
oppose the demonetization of “ gold, Bilver 
“ and greenbacks.” The obvious inference 
is that the Greenhacker is opposed to the 
demonetization of gold. 
Ilut he proceeds 
to demand acquiescence in a line of meas­ 
ures which if adopted would necessarily 
bring about the very thing he professes to 
regard as objectionable. 
For he proposes 
that the coin reserves held to protect the 
greenback circulation shall all he paid out 
in the discharge of bonds. 
Now if this 
were done the effect would be to demone­ 
tise gold ; for the Government having no 
longer the means of redeeming its notes, 
the latter would instantly depreciate, and 
in so doing would drive gold out of 
circulation 
Burely 
and 
completely, 
in 
acoordance 
with 
the 
law of Gresham 
that an inferior currency always drives 
oat 
a 
superior 
one. 
Here 
then 
is a finaucial programme, put forward with 
an affectation of intelligence, which em­ 
braces the mo3t ridiculous conflict of pur­ 
poses and theories. 
It begins by denounc­ 
ing the demonetization of gold; and it 
proceeds by insisting upon that very meas­ 
ure. 
Gold can only be demonetized by 
snpplanting it with an inferior currency. 
I t remains the standard of values for 
tho 
world, 
no 
m atter 
w hat 
is 
done, 
but 
whenever 
a 
currency 
is 
forced 
into 
circulation 
which 
be­ 
cause of irredeemability or redundancy 
is worth less than gold, the latter is 
thereby banished and in fact demonetized, 
since people will always use the inferior 
cnrrency in business, and the superior one 
will be discarded for all but those transac­ 
tions which cannot be performed without 
it, as for instance the payment of foreign 
debts and the purchase of foreign goods. 
The fact is that 
the Greenhacker to 
whom we 
have reference believes in 
“ fiat” money, and 
wishes 
to 
intro­ 
duce it. 
It is one of the peculiarities of 
this genus Greenhacker that the experience 
of mankiud has n« lessons for them. 
The 
fact that “ fiat” money has since the 
dawn of history always depreciated, and 
always injured or ruined the Governments 
adopting it, has no meaning for these 
peculiar people. 
They maintain, as atoutly 
as though history had never been written, 
that rcdeemahility is of no consequence to 
the stability of a currency, hut that all 
that is necessary to keep it at par is to make 
it receivable for every purpose. 
Yet the 
kingdom of France travailed for years in 
order to teach the world the folly and stu­ 
pidity of this idea, aud despotism has in 
vain endeavored to carry it into effect 
How fit Greenbackers are to instruct the 
publia in finance, however, is shown by 
the phenomenal way in which they con­ 
trive to confound mutually destructive pro­ 
positions in their very creed. 
It is fortu­ 
nate for the country that after November 
it is likely to hear very little of these ab­ 
surd persona. 


HOW 
THE 
NEWS 
WAS 
BROUGHT. 


The readers of the R e o o r d - U n io n who 
found the latest news from the Ohio and 
Indiana elections on their breakfast tables 
yesterday morning did not realize the dif­ 
ficulties which had teen surmounted in or­ 
der to furnish them with this intelligence. 
On Monday a heavy storm occurred on the 
Laramie plains, and on Tuesday the news 
came that the telegraph wires had gone 
down between Laramie and Cheyenne, and 
that the repairs could not be made in less 
than tw enty.four hours.

enne, procure the latest news up to 1 r. v. 
and then return at fall speed to Laramie, 
and set the telegraph to work. 
This was 
accomplished, though in consequence of a 
eerere storm the return of the engine from 
Cheyenne was slower than was anticipated. 
But the whole force of the R r o o r d U n io n 
had been retained ; the connection was 
made at 3 a . m ; and in the morning the 
paper appeared with the glad news that 
cheered every Republican heart. 
The tele­ 
graph disaster was thus overcome, and the 
readers of the R e c o r d U n io n learned at 
the earliest moment the result of the 
October elections.

sands larger than th at obtained by Foster 
last year, while the Democratic majority of 
14,000 in 1878 in Indiana has been canceled, 
and replaced by a handsome Republican 
plurality. 
The Democrats had boasted 
that they would carry Indiana, and not 
improbably Ohio also. 
And since there 
liad been no means of ascertaining whether 
a strong popular movement had set in 
there, the presumption was that the 
best to be hoped for would be a re­ 
duction of the 
Democratic majority in 
Indiana. 
Such a Republican victory as 
has been gained in Ohio, with a reduction 
o ' tho strength of the Indiana Demo­ 
crats to four or five thousand, would 
have been cause enough for congratula­ 
tion, for it would 
have virtually as­ 
sured both those States to Garfield next 
month. 
The actual result, however, sur­ 
passes the most sanguine anticipations, 
and 
proves 
th at 
the 
trick 
of 
the 
Democracy in putting a Union General at 
the head of their ticket has deceived no­ 
body, while on the other hand the solid 
South has infused the Republicans with 
new vigor and determination. 
The fight 
in Indiana must be regarded as a fair and 
full test of the Democratic strength. They 
have made it under advantages which they 
will not enjoy next month. 
They have 
been enabled to concentrate all their forces 
there, and they set out w ith possession of 
the State 
Government, and w ith the 
prestige of a large majority and ten years 
of unbroken rule. 
If under these circum­ 
stances they have not only failed to main­ 
tain the ground they already held, but have 
been driven from their positions all along 
the line, and have sustained a tremendous 
defeat, it is clearly impossible that they 
can rally again in time for the final 
struggle. 
Iu Ohio they had made a “ still 
bunt,” and it is reported that they had 
spent a great deal of money. 
All it 
did for them was to bring out an increased 
Republican majority, however, and they 
are forced from every point of vantage in 
the two October States. 
The Republican 
victory in Indiana is unquestionably the 
most significant. 
There the work of the 
party was uphill from the beginning. 
It 
had to make an aggressive fight, and to 
conquer a well organized and long estab­ 
lished 
Democratic 
majority, 
That 
it 
should have been able to effect this indi­ 
cates th at distrust of the Democratic 
party is by no means extinct, and that the 
apprehensions arising out of the Southern 
programme have taken a stroug hold upon 
the minds of the Northern people. 
Once 
more the Democracy is made to realize the 
futility of disengaging itself from its past 
history. 
Once more the people have 
thrust aside the stalking-horse it has set 
up, and have dealt with it from the stand­ 
point of its own deserts. 


The effect of these Republican victories 
upon the Presidential election can scarcely 
be exaggerated. 
The evidence of a power­ 
ful Republican reaction is too overwhelm­ 
ing to he denied. 
It must exert an almo3t 
controlling influence throughout the North, 
and henceforward the Democrats can count 
with confidence upon no single State out­ 
side of the solid South. 
The fraud and 
force programme ha3 secured 138 electoral 
votes in that region—though it may be 
possible to doubt even th at at this moment 
—and in so doing has destroyed tho chance 
of gaining the 47 votes at the North which 
are needed to elect Hancock. 
The Demo­ 
crats must now stake everything upon New 
York, and yet these victories have made 
their chahces in New- York less hopeful 
than 
ever. 
If they could carry that 
S tate aud two others, either Connecticut aud 
New Jersey, or Connecticut aud Nevada, 
they might still win. 
B ut the demoraliza­ 
tion caused by the loss of Ohio and Indiana 
will make all their efforts difficult, and as 
the New York Herald yesterday pointed 
out, there is considerable probability that 
one of the New York factious may form 
an alliance with the Republicans, and so 
make the contest hopeless for Hancock. 
The Democrats needed the incentive of 
some positive success in October to assure 
them New York, but they have now the 
knowledge that while to lose that State is 
to lose everything, the prospeet of carry­ 
ing it has been terribly diminished by these 
elections. 
Vet they must concentrate upon 
that State, for it is their only remaining 
chance. 
Probably they will cc-ase to make 
special efforts henceforth save in the three 
States which are necessary, but they must 
devote whatever resources they can muster 
to the Empire State. 
Before the October 
elections 
the 
Republican 
prospects in 
New York were very promising, and now 
they are brighter than ever. 
The mag­ 
nificent Republican procession held there 
on Monday night proves th at there is plenty 
of enthusiasm in the party, and from this 
on it will be redoubled. 
It is true that 
the final struggle is still to come, but the 
Democrats have now to contend against 
the most depressing influences, and above 
all they have to withstand all the tendency 
to a stampede which such manifestations of 
the current of public opinion inevitably 
create. 
They are not beaten yet, but they 
are in a position not much more encourag­ 
ing than Louis Napoleon and his army 
occupied at Sedan, when the German lines 
were being tightened and drawn closer 
around them, preparatory to the fatal 
event.

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TH E 
ONLY 
REM AINING 
DANGER. 


The Republican party is exposed to b u t 
one real danger now, and it is the danger 
arising from over-confidence. The victories 
in Ohio and Indiana may canse them to 
relax their exertions in other States, and to 
look upon tho election of next month as a 
foregone conclusion. They must, however, 
remember th at after all th at has beon done 
the margin is a narrow one. 
The solidity 
i f the South is not affected by the October 
elections. 
The North is still confronted 
with the menace of those 
133 stolen elec­ 
toral votes. 
It is still the fact th at the 
Democrats will require only 47 more votes 
to put their candidate in, and it is there­ 
fore evident that a little apathy aud negli­ 
gence may yet suffice to entail disaster 
wheu all seems to promise triumph. There 
is only one rational and safo conrse to pur­ 
sue. 
The Republican party must emulate 
in every Northern State the splendid 
examples 
set 
by their 
colleagues of 
Ohio and 
Indiana. 
They must real­ 
ize th at every State 
is needed, and

the enemy have been carried, but the great 
engagement of the year lias still to lie 
fought.

times as much as she gave to the popular 
Hayes. There is a lesson for believers in a 
campaign of slander that ought to last them a 
lifetime. 
The rising Garfield tide has swept 
several Ohio Congressmen out of sight. The 
vote of Indiana for Gai field in November is 
assured. October settles the question. The 
country wants no change, least of all dies it 
want the change proposed. 
Forty millions 
are not going to lay down their power and 
invite 15,000,000 to rule over them. The 
solid South is met by the solid North, and the 
party that saved the uation will continue to 
rule it. 
N ew Y o r k , October 1 3 th .—The Times 
says : It is tolerably obvious that there is 
no Democratic “ tidal wave ” this year. 
The careful reader of to-day’s dispatches will 
be able to satisfy himself whether there is 
any tidal wave at all, aad if so in what di­ 
rection it Í9 setting. An abnormally large 
majority in Ohio, and a probable Republican 
plurality in Indiana are calculated to give the 
Republicans in this State new confidence in 
victory. The Republican party proposes to 
carry New York, whether the majority is 
against them iu the city or not. 
N ew Y o r k, October 13th.—The Times 
says: Yesterday’s election makes it more 
certain that the two Democratic factions in 
this city, both of which have been waiting 
tor a chance to assert their independence, 
will AdJ a new reason to fight over the 
municipal ep.dls which are attainable, rather 
than agree on the expectation of Federal 
patronage, which is more than ever beyond 
their reach.

Figures from Indiana, up to this 
moment, are not such as to enable us to give 
an assured or detailed result of the electiou in 
that S tate; but the first of the returns to 
reach us are from the larger Republican 
cities, while the vote of 
the counties in 
which the heaviest Democratic majorities 
were expected is not yet turned in. 
The Sun 
asks, “ Can Hancock cany New Y ork?” 


C h ic a g o , October 13th.—All the editorials, 
so far as received, agree that the Democrats 
have received a great and irreparable shock 
in the Indiana defeat. 
It is now generally 
conceded that their defeat there is certaiu. 
The Democrats still freely assert that with a 
solid South, New York, New Jersey and 
Connecticut, and possibly some of the Pacific 
coast States, they may pull through yet, and 
that they have the odds in their favor still. 
The Republicans, however, consider that

As to 
the fidelity of the Pacific coast States to Re­ 
publican principles, no doubt is entertained 
htre. 
The World says : There seems no reason 
to doubt that the Republicans have carried 
the Republican State of Ohio, although upon 
the candidate who heads tfie ticket ihe Dem­

Indiana, however, is 
a doubtful State, and the contest there is al­ 
ways close.

Chairman Hubbcdl now considers Virginia, 
North Carolina and Florida hopeful, and 
attributes the result to a fear of Democratic 
ascendancy and its effect on business. Gar­ 
field, he said, would get 10,000 more votes in 
Ohio than the Republican majority in this 
election. 
He is confident of New York, 
Maine, Connecticut aud New Jersey. 
He 
don’t believe there is a man who understands 
the political developments of the last two 
weeks who does Dot feel certain that New 
York is securely Republican. The Republi­ 
cans must, however, keep right ou gaining 
Congressmen and rolling up majorities. 
Not the least pleading result of the compu­ 
tation on the effect of the Indiana election at 
the Republican headquarters is the prospec­ 
tive recovery of the control of the United 
States Senate. That body now stands : Re­ 
publicans 33, Democrats 42, Independent 1. 
It is now considered certain that one Repub­ 
lican Senator will he gained in each New 
York, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Connecticut, New 
Jersey and Indian», and one lost in Missis­ 
sippi ; leaving 38 Repuolicans in the Senate. 
After March 4th the Democrats will lose the 
f..regoing six and gain one, leaving them 37. 
Should Davis of Illinois vote with the Demo­ 
crats, making a tie, Arthur, as President of 
the Senate will have the deciding vote. 


MINING NOTES. 


A blast of 1,800 pounds of Union powder 
wa9 last week lired off at the Newcastle 
mine, Placer. 
The first prospecting quartz mill for 
W ashington Territory is on the way, and 
will do custom work. 
No work is being done on the Peterson 
mine at Coloma, El Dorado county, at 
present. 
This has been a rich mine in 
times past. 
A Folsom brewer is opening a mining 
claim in th at town. 
He is now moving 
his barn off the ground, and will probably 
commence sluicing this week. 
In Spanish Peak mine, Plumas county, 
there is a crack or crevice in the bedrock 
in the deepest woiked place. 
The crack is 
not more than four inches in length and 
half an inch in width, but a steady stream 
of air rushes out of it, which will blow out 
a candle instantly. 
The dry-washer is said to succeed well in 
the Juarez and Campo Seco mines, Lower 
California. 
The gold found is float gold* 
highly mixed with black sand, and difficult 
to work, while the earth in which it is 
found is very hard and difficult to crush 
finely enough to 
pass it through the 
washer. 
The Miocene Mining Company of Oro- 
ville have finished the highest ditch flume 
in the State. 
It is built on iron brackets, 
is 130 feet high, and against the face of 
a perpendicular cliff of solid rock over 
300 feet high. 
These brackets are planted 
iu holes drilled in the rock and tamped 
with melted brimstone. 
A few days ago Philip Cartier discov­ 
ered some very rich ore on Badger Flat, 
near the head of Mazourka Canyon, Inyo 
county. 
Cartier was engaged in putting 
up a pit for burning charcoal, and in 
shoveling out some soft earth to cover his 
pit, be found a body of ore about two feet 
under the surface. 
A sample was sent 
down to Mr. Woodhull for examination, 
and an assay showed it to be rich in both 
gold and silver. 
The Mountain Democrat says th at Loon 
Lake, El Dorado county, the storage re­ 
servoir of the California W aterand Mining 
Company, is a beautiful sheet of water 
lying under the shadow of T ells Peak, 
with a drainage area of 
many square 
miles. 
Several smaller lakes surround it. 
W hen raised to the proposed hight of 25 
feet, the storage capacity will he equal to 
2,500 000,000 cubic feet. 
To utilize this 
it is proposed to eularge the line of ditches 
from Gurley creek to Georgetown aud be­ 
yond to a capacity of 5,000 inches.

LQGAL INTELLIGENCE. 


THE GREAT BARBECHE. 
The formal announcement for the great 
Republican barbecue appears to-day. The 
barbecue will take place one week from 
to-day at Agricultural Park. There will be 
four stands, from which, from 10 a . m . to 5 P. 
M., twenty prominent speakers will address 
the people. The names of the orators appear 
in the announcement. There will be free 
food for 20,000 visitors, served from 10 a. m. 
to 5 P. M , at the barbecue trenches and on 
tables to be laid beneath the shelter of ma­ 
chinery hall. The Boys in Blue are to guard 
the tables so that all can march orderly to 
and from them, and all be supplied. Repub- 
can ladies are making badges to pin upon the 
breasts of nil visitors from abroad as they 
enter Agricultural Park. Mike Bryte i» 
Grand Marshal, and will, with his aids, 
receive and escort them to the Park. 
At 5 P. M. a grand procession will 
march from the Park to the business part 
of the city. In the procession will be the 
Republican Legion, Sailor Boys, Boys in 
Blue, ward clubs, delegations and club3 from 
Nevada. Auburn, Woodland, Dixon, Folsom, 
Galt, Elk Grove, Stockton, Placerville, 
Georgetown, Brighton, Washington, Davis- 
ville, Lodi, Willows, Wheatland, Marysville, 
Chico and other points. There wiil also be 
in line a Garfield canal-boat, manned by 150 
oanal-boatmen. Ladies are moving in the 
matter of having an allegorical car 
or an allegorical group on the canal- 
boat, 
and 
if 
possible a cavalcade 
of ladies on horseback. Three bands 
of music have been engaged. Free hay and 
shelter for animals is to be furnished all 
farmers driving to the city. Should the 
weather threaten rain, the spaces in the 
“ Round Pavilion,” and beneath and in the 
grand stand, will be used, so that no in­ 
clemency of the weather will postpone the 
barbecue. At night there will be a grand 
torchlight procession, and speaking at the Pa­ 
vilion, the theater and the streets. A special 
train is to run from Shingle Springs at 7 A M., 
arriving here at 9:30 A. w., with the fare fur 
the round trip at SI. and from Folsom and 
return at 50 cents. These are a part of the 
details of what promises to be the largest 
gathering ever seen in interior California. It 
is announced that all the people of the in­ 
terior are invited to this entertainment, and 
that clubs and delegations can arrange for 
special trains and cars at low rates by com­ 
municating with the local agents, 


P olice C o urt.—In the Policy Court yes­ 
terday the jury having again disagreed in the 
vagrancy case of George M. Farr, tried the 
day previous—standing ten for conviction and 
two for acquittal—the case was, upon motion 
of the City Attorsev, dismissed. The Chief 
of Police was opposed to the dismissal, and 
claimed that as ten out of twelve maintained 
the case against the defendant, it was plain 
duty to try the case again.

DEMOCRATIC MEETING. 
Speeches by Senator J. T. Farley and J. 
R. Glascock. 
The Metropolitan Theater was filled last 
night, great numbers of people being com­ 
pelled to stand up during the entire evening. 
The meeting was a Democratic rally to hear 
Messrs. J. R. Glascock, candidate for Con­ 


g r e s s , and United States Senator James T. 
Farley. K. D. Stephens called^the meeting 
to order aud announced the folio ring officers : 
President, Matt. F. Johnson; Vice-Presi­ 
dents—James McGuire, Chris Weisel, H. M.

Mr. Johnson, after a brief and spirited 
speech, introduced J. R. Glascock, candidate 
for Congress. Mr. Glascock, after an ex­ 
tended opening, said he had no hurrahs to 
maka, no bloody shirt to flaant. [Applause.] 
He wanted to appeal to cold, hard reason. 
He had no personal abuse to make of Mr. 
Page. If he misquoted Mr. Page it would 
be because of the report of his speech in the 
R ecord-U nios. He assumed that report 
correct aud read from it. In reply to the 
statement of Mr. Page, that for eleven years 
all the treaties were made under Democratic 
Administration, under which the Chinese in­ 
flux was great, he said that the Burlingame 
treaty was made under a Republican Admin­ 
istration in 1868. [Applause.] He read from 
Senator Morton’s re|iort on tbe Chinese in 
California, to the effect that the Chinese can 
only be protected by giving the right of suf­ 
frage. The party had not ceased to be pro- 
Chinese in 1880. He read from a published 
letter of F. M. Pixley, stating that the Re­ 
publican Convention at Chicago was opposed 
to checking Chinese immigration, and 
that it c.irne near defeating the Chi­ 
nese plank in the platform, and was 
forced- by the California delegates to 
put in an 
anti Chinese 
pianlc of 
glittering generalities. General Garfield was 
opposed to the anti-Chinese 15-passenger 
bill and voted to lay it on the table iu the 
House. He had ample opportunity to ex­ 
plain bis .vote, and was not cutoff by the pre­ 
vious question, as stated by .Mr. Page. The 
bill passed and the President vetoed it and 
General G.irfieid voted to sustain the veto, 
and was with a delegation that visited the 
President to a«k him not to biga the bill. 
[Applause.] Garfield’s letter of acceptance 
was at first, squarely anti-Chinese, but it was 
amended and a second edition put forth with 
a generality on the subject that means noth­ 
ing. The Democratic platform is bold on the 
subject, and General Hancock iu his letter in­ 
dorses every plank in it. [Applause.] As to 
the tariff question, he understood Mr. Page to 
be in favor of protection. For himself he 
was in favor of free trade. [Applause.] Mr. 
Glascock then proceeded to explain why he is 
for free trade, claioiing that it is in the inter­ 
est of the working classes, while protection 
is in the interest of manufacturing corpora­ 
tions at the expense of industry. The fact is, 
he said, American labor now manufactures 
and sends its products abroad and competes 
with pauper labor abroad on foreign shores, 
and hence a high tariff is not necessary to 
protect American industry, and he cited arti­ 
cles made up and shipped abroad from the 
United States. Under free trade wealth 
would be distributed more largely, labor fos­ 
tered, and industrial manufacturing encour­ 
aged. [Applause.] There is no American ma­ 
rine now. because of the tariff on shipbuilding 
materials established by Act of Congress 
voted for by General Garfield. 
Mr. Glascock said he was at heart a hard- 
money man, but we have soft-money in the 
country, and the question is, What to do with 
it ? He was therefore for the Weaver resolu­ 
tions, and if he had been in Congress he 
should have voted for them. He believed the 
greenback law unconstitutional, and that the 
Supreme Court was built up to sustain the 
Act as it did. So, through tue making of 
greenbacks, he believed to he unconstitu- 
ti inai from the beginning, he accepted the 
situation, and was in favor of the Govern­ 
ment controlling all the soft money issued, 
and no notes ehould be issued, except 
signed by Unele Sam. He wanted no more 
greenbacks issued than the Government has 
money in the treasury to redeem when called 
for. [Applause]. Had he been in Congress 
he should have voted for the Mexican war 
pension bill, as he didn’t believe that bill 
would pension Jeff. Davis and rebel officers. 
The debris question he believed should be ex­ 
amined into by the national Government, and 
after a lobg and careful examination, that 
Congress then ehould legislate as necessary. 
Mr. Glascock concluded, amidst applause, 
with an appeal for votes for Hancock and 
English. 
After music by the band, the Chairman in­ 
troduced United States Senator J. T. Farley, 
who was received with applause. Mr. Far­ 
ley said he believed a continuation of the Re­ 
publican party in power would result in tbe 
governing of the people of the sovereign States 
by a centralized despotism. He referred to the 
recent Supreme Court decision relative to the 
drawing of negro j ororsir a Southern State, and 
pointed at it as one of the indications of 
centralization. The Federal election laws he 
cited as evidence also of the tendency to cen­ 
tralization. [Applause.] The exercise of the 
right of local self-government does not mean 
secession, or indicate an effort to disrupt the 
Government. Judge Chase of the Luited 
States Supreme Court held iu favor of States 
rights, and he was one of the ablest men the 
Republican party ever had. States rights 
means only the right of the people to govern 
themselves in the States on all local matters, 
as guaranteed by the Constitution. [Ap­ 
plause], It is oaly since the Democratic 
party got control of Congress that United 
Statrs bonds became worth a premium, and 
their advance is not due to Republican pol­ 
icy ; yet it is said the success of the Demo­ 
cratic party will cause a financial decline. 
On the contrary, since the close of the war, 
a Democratic Congress, in one period of 
four years reduced the Government expenses 
$99,000,000, aud the result was confidence in 
the Government and an advance of its credit. 
Coupled with this are the effects of the pros­ 
perous seasons. [ Applause ] As to Ohio 
3nd Indiana, the news had not demoralized 
tbe Democracy. He had said six weeks ago 
that he didn’t expect the Democracy to carry 
Indiana at the October election. [Applause.] 
The Republican ring has had its arm» iu the 
public treasury up to the armpits, and is 
afraid of the exposure that will come after 
the 4th of March nc-xt. [Applause.] Re­ 
garding the erasures and taking out of leaves 
in the public accounts, he said it was proven, 
but Mr. Dawes replied to the proof that the 
committee found no wrong was intended, and 
that was the wav they- got out of it. [Ap­ 
plause.] If the Republicans have not carried 
Indiana by over 8,000 votes it will go for 
Hancock ill November [applause], because 
the Republicans have exhausted themselves 
there. Mr. Landers was unpopular, negroes 
were imported to colonize the State, and vast 
amounts of money have been spent» by the 
It qiublicans to carry this election. Local issues 
divided the voters, but nothing of that kind 
will be known in November. Mr. Landers 
and local candidates will be out of the way, 
and the State will he for Hancock and Eng­ 
lish. [Applause.] The chief stock in trade 
of the Republican party has been the cry for 
a solid North, arraying section against sec­ 
tion [Applause.] He believed the rebellion 
unfortunate. The people of the South had 
suffered wrongs that, perhaps, their acts had 
justified 
They are broken down. The 
rebel brigadiers are in Congress because the 
South sends there her ablest men—those hav­ 
ing courage euough to go there ami do all 
they can to restore the South to prosperity. 
[Applause.] If a popular vote to-day could 
lie had on the question, as to allowing Rotate 
or a number of States to go out, more jotes 
would be cast at the Smrth f°^ the Lntrn 
unbroken than against. What mane the 
South solid was the fact that the Republican 
party sent to the South to govern there the 
worst class of its men—ignoraDt, tyrannical 
and dishonest—and they roblied the people and 
disgraced the country. He knew of no 
instance where a party had before presented 
candidates whose characters had been black­ 
ened by their own party. He would not 
himself make charges against Garfield and 
Arthur, but it is history that Kith of them 
have been blackened by their own party as 
no men have scarcely that are out of prison. 
Mr. Farley then went over the recitation of 
the DeU liver contract matter. Mr. Hayes, 
or rather he should say President Hayes, ths 
acting President, is on this c >ast; he didn't 
know what for. Mr. Hayes had condemned 
General Arthur, and so had Secretary Shef-

Senator Conkling fought 
against his removal gallantly, hut he was re­ 
moved nevertheless, and now the Republican 
party nominates him for Vice President 
as a worthy man, after having held him 
VP “ , unworthy in * minor office, 
ffe urgel^Democrats not tobe discouraged 
about Inuiana. A General don’t give up a 
campaign bemuse of » reverse in a mere skir­ 
mish. [Applause.] In the Keystone State 
the Republicans are fl .eking to Hancoek’s 
standard, and old Penn-vlvania will send up 
a majority for him 
[Applause.] She is 
worth more than Ohio and Indiana put to­ 
gether. with her votes. [Applause.! The 
little affair in Indiana, Ohio and Vermont 
don’t amount to anything in reference to the 
vote in November. He didn’t claim the 
Maine result as a Democratic victory, but it 
showed the dissatisfaction of the people with 
the Republican party. Maine gave Hayes 
over 16.000 majority over Tilden. Why the 
change? [Applause.] Mr. Farley then spoke 
briefly on the Chinese question, charging that 
the Republican part; would afford California 


no relief in that matter, and that the Demo­ 
cratic party alone will do so. He concluded 
with a count of States t ir Hancock, in which 
he claimed 197 Electoral votes, and read what 
he declared his States rights doctrine from 
the platform on which Lincoln was nomi­ 
nated, and warned Democrats not to be dis­ 
couraged by the Indiana returns.

RIVER WORKS 
The W ashington Levee Protection—Works 
How Under Construction. 
The contract for construction of works to 
protect the levee and bank on the Washing­ 
ton side of the Sacramento, immediately 
opposite the former mouth of the American 
river, which was recently awarded by the 
Board of Drainage Commissioners to P. A. 
Miller, of this city, has been entered upon 
and the work >3 to be completed within sixty 
days. The action of the water against the bank 
and levee at this point was such during the 
last r.xiuv season that the levee was cut away 
to i early the hack edge of the crown surface, 
aud was only held back and prevented break­ 
ing through and flowing isto Washington 
by a single tier of sand-bags. The cutting of 
the bank is caused, as is known,by the momen­ 
tum of the water from the American river, 
coming in a short distance above, at about a 
right angle with the Sacramento, and thus 
carrying the current against the Washing ;on 
bank. It is to repair the levee and construct 
works for its future protection against the 
landward action of the current which is iu- 
cluded in the work now begun. A bulkhead 
is being constructed about 250 feet long, com­ 
posed of piles, driven five feet apart, and be- 
iiind which are placed facines or bundles of 
brush, about two feet in diameter, and from 
nine to sixteen feet long, which are firmly 
wired together, and weighted down with 
stone or bags of sand. Iu rear of this will 
be a filling of earth, forming a favorable slope 
back, to the top of the levee, which slope 
will be protected from washing o: iu ting by 
the water by means of revetment or brush 
matting about eight inches in thickness, 
and securely fastened 
to the bank 
by heavy stakes. 
Outside of this work, 
farther into the river is to be constructed a 
permanent barrier. A line (500 feet long) of 
piles will be driven parallel to the other row 
of piling, but 30 feet further into the river. 
Behind these, trees will be placed and fasten­ 
ed with the tops between the outer piles, and 
the trunks extending towards the bank to the 
other works. This is done to retard the 
velocity of the water, without entirely ob­ 
structing it, and by this means to cause tha 
sediment to be thrown down and de­ 
posited, forming a proper slope to the 
bank. At intervals of about 100 feet bru-h 
spurs will be constructed, extending from 
this outer row of piles back to tbe levee. To 
guard against and overcome the under action 
of the water at the outer barrier, a row of 
l iles at that point will bs driven through a 
brii-h mattress to be sunk upon the bottom, 
which will be 15 feet wide, two feet in thick­ 
ness, and running the entire 500 feet. The 
mattress will he firmly sewed together with 
wire, and made upon a barge anchored where 
the harrier is to be placed. As it is com­ 
pleted it will be paid out upon the bed of the 
river at tho appointed locition, and weighted 
down with stones, and the sharpened piles 
driven through along its center. This will 
immediately fill solid with sediment, and 
withstand all underw-ashicg about the new 
structure. 
The work is under the supervision of 
Henry W. Wilson, resident engineer, and is 
already well under way. The piles for the 
levee bulkhead are being driven, and the 
facines made ready for placing in position as 
soon as the first row of piles are down. As 
many men will be employed as can be profit­ 
ably engaged at the same time upon the vari­ 
ous parts of the work.
